It  is  some  coincidence  that  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir  marks  its  age  of  majority  dur- 
ing a  year  which  also  observes  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  Strathcona  School  for  Boys  and 
the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Tweedsmuir:  An  Academic  School  for  Girls. 
Furthermore,  we  celebrate  some  special  achievements  of  1988-89: 

Our  Grade  Ones,  the  Graduating  Class  of  the  Year  2,000,  comprised  the 
first  children  of  almuni  of  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir.

To  these  achievements  we  could  add  many  more  of  significance  to  the  school  and 
our  corrununity.  After  all,  this  year  saw  new  report  cards  for  Grades  7-12,  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  summer  uniform,  the  arrival  of  Marian  the  Librarian,  unforgettable  winter 
weather  which  closed  the  school  for  five  days  and  also  ensured  a  helicopter  ride  for  six- 
teen students,  a  remarkable  dinosaur  hunt,  an  impressive  operetta,  "The  Frog  Prince", 
and  participation  in  our  first  international  competition,  the  Pacific  Games,  in  Australia. 

This  year  of  achievements  has  been  reported  by  our  hard-working,  enthusiastic  year- 
book committee  and  I  congratulate  aU  the  members  on  their  teamwork  and  on  the  fine 
edition  which  they  have  produced.
